- WASHINGTON (NC) — Senate

IN FACT, she says, a ‘‘China 
syndrome’’ type of accident, which has 
never happened (although Three Mile 
Island came close), is not the ultimate 
horror. Constant radiation leakage by 
operational nuclear power plants, and the 
transportation and attempts to dispose of 
nuclear waste material, constitute a health 
hazard with dire consequences already in 
evidence. They pose even greater threats 
for unborn generations to come.

Church, science, 
and technology 
symposium meets

SANTA ROSA, Calif. (NC) — 


Scientists and theologians should 


cooperate in safeguarding the primacy of . 


ethics, especially in light of modern 
warfare and biological experimentation, 
said Archbishop Paul Poupard,: 
propresident of the Vatican Secretariat 
for Non-Believers. 


Archbishop Poupard addressed a 
symposium on the Church, science and 
technology here Mar. 15-16. It was 
attended by scholars from northern 
California Catholic universities. 


Bae a SYMPOSIUM was the second 


‘sponsored by the Vatican secretariat in _ 


‘the United States. The last symposium 


was held in 1982, also in Santa Rosa. The - 


secretariat conducts. similar gatherings 
around the world. 


Centuries of controversy have given 
rise to an image of opposition between 
science and faith, Archbishop Poupard 
said. But a dialogue between science and 
faith can have positive results of growth 
and cooperation. 


‘“You are, in the Church’s eyes, the 
seekers and explorers of the mysterious 
realities of creation,’’ Archbishop 
Poupard told the scholars. 


‘““YOU ARE those who fulfill in the 
highest degree the task that God confided 
to man in creating him: to. conquer the 
earth, to bring to light the secrets of 
nature,’’ he added. 


Archbishop Poupard said the 
opposition between science and faith does 
not proceed from science itself but from a 
mentality which says that only the 
quantitative or measurable is real. 


Believers have also been responsible for 
the opposition by their fundamentalism 
and their fear of science and technology, 
he said. 


A DIALOGUE between science and 
faith calls for mutual respect and 
openness, Archbishop Poupard said. As 
both seek the truth through different

Happy to be Catholic: John, Janice Jackoskie

CLAIREMONT — John and Janice

The problem with labels 


The United States-is in an election year, a quadrennial 
occurrence which at times can resemble a nation-wide Mardi 
Gras. It is the time for primaries, pollsters, and pundits. 


From a certain sense of patriotic duty, I have been following 
the returns and their analyses, even though I become restive 
when commentators begin to speculate about why 34 of the left- 
handed Croatian pipefitters in New Hampshire stayed away 
from the polls. 


One aspect of election time which annoys me is the use of 
demographic categories. These categories are commonly used 
throughout the nation and throughout the year. Nonetheless, 
they are often inaccurate and prejudicial. A new outlook as well 
as a new vocabulary is needed. 


To take it from the top, consider the categories ‘‘Hispanic,’’ 
‘“‘Anglo,’? and ‘‘Black.’’ I know very few Hispanics who are 
from Spain; most of those I know are Mexican. But there are also 
Puerto Ricans, Salvadorans, and Cubans to name but a few who 
are bunched under the ‘‘Hispanic’’ umbrella. Each of these 
groups has much in common with the others, as well as much 
that is different. True, they do share a common language but 
then so do the English and:the Irish as well as the Portuguese and 
the Brazilians. Language alone does not describe them 
accurately. Many Hispanics could also call themselves Indians, 
which would further complicate the issue. 


Filipinos would seem to enjoy a choice here. Spain ruled the 
Philippines longer than Spain ruled Mexico, so surely Filipinos 
could ask to sit under the Hispanic umbrella. At the same time, 
there is a tradition in this country of discriminating against 
Filipinos because they are Asians. 


The label ‘‘Anglo’’ is also a problem. Very few Anglos are 
from England, the ancestral home of the Angles and the Saxons. 
Many Anglos speak English only as a.second language. This 
category seems to include all Whites but Spaniards. But 
something is ignored when a person named Szwajkowski is 
explained away as being an Anglo. 

To describe someone as Black might also lack accuracy. First 
of all, it is an American tradition from the days of slavery that a 
person who is part Black is regarded as all Black. Therefore, 
some Blacks have a White parent, and are just as White as they 
are Black. Moreover, there are Blacks in this country from West 
Indian roots and they are unique in many ways. There are also 
Blacks who are Hispanics, tracing their roots to Cuba,or 
Panama, or a dozen other. lands. Finally, there are the Haitians 
who enjoy a culture and a language derived from the French. 


One final label to ponder during this primary season is 
‘‘Catholic,’’as in ‘the Catholic vote.’ When I hear that phrase I 
imagine a monolithic herd of Catholics wending its way to the 
polling place behind the lead of a bishop. Yet those Catholics who 
vote are also labelled Hispanic, Anglo, or Black. 


It has been demonstrated before’ that there is no monolithic 
Catholic vote. The mythical Catholic vote is more a result of 
paranoia than reality. Because some people hate and fear us, they 
endow us with unreal power and cohesiveness and political clout. 
In fact, the Catholic vote is no more significant than the 
Methodist vote. (But then again, perhaps some myths should not 
be discouraged.) 


Prejudice is the mother of many stereotypes, for prejudice 
takes a secondary characteristic and elevates it to primary 
importance as part of a stereotype. Often the stereotype is plainly 
false, but the label is still used. Hispanics,for example, are 
alleged to be lazy yet they perform a variety of back-breaking 
tasks that most Anglos (who. are supposed to be industrious) 
would not attempt.Blacks are stereotyped as filthy, yet for 
centuries they have been sought after as butlers, maids, and 
housecleaners. 


America is far too complex and rich in cultures and ethnic 
groups for the old labels to keep on sticking. We have certainly 
made progress since the days when a person was either:‘‘White”’ 
or ‘‘non-White’’? but we need to keep on progressing. If new 
labels are forthcoming, they should reflect. our diversity and 
‘affirm our identity.

Criticism by three Catholic agencies of 
federal plans .for cutting funds for 
Medicaid — the government’s health care 
program for the poor — underscores an 
issue likely to claim major attention once 
the 1984 elections are over. 


Along with farm policy, national health 
care is expected to be high on the agenda 
for Congress in 1985. 


Health care costs are burgeoning and 
the Medicare trust fund, which pays for 
hospital care for elderly and disabled 
people, could be out of money by 1990, 
according to background material 
prepared by the U.S. Catholic 
Conference, public policy arm of the U.S. 
bishops. 

Thus, a re-evaluation of Medicare and 
Medicaid is likely. 

Meanwhile, the USCC, Catholic 
Health Association and National 
Conference of Catholic Charities are 
worried about current proposals for fiscal 
1985 budget cuts in Medicaid. 


Medicaid has been targeted by the 
administration for cost reductions to be 
achieved by tightening up access to health 
care and by-reducing federal matching 
funds for states, according to analyses by 
church and public interest agencies. 


The Children’s Defense Fund, for 
example, believes that the 
administration’s budget plans for the next 
three years will entail reducing Medicaid 
funds by some $3.3 billion. 


New cuts would follow other reductions 
in 1981-84 which have reduced eligibility 
and benefits in 38 states. 


In a letter to Congress, the USCC, 
NCCC and CHA, reiterated their long- 
standing interest in assuring ‘“‘basic 
health coverage for the poor,’’ especially 
those most vulnerable: pregnant women, 
infants, children and the elderly. ‘‘For 
‘these individuals, federally guaranteed 
access to medical services is essential, not 
«just for quality-of life but for life itself,”’ 
the three agencies said. 


They said ‘‘further reductions of 
services and benefits cannot be justified”’ 
and that, in fact, the government should 
be expanding its system of health care. 


In 1979, Francis Butler, then USCC 
associate secretary for domestic social 


development, urged passage of a 
comprehensive national health care 
program. 


Auxiliary Bishop Joseph Francis of 
Newark in 1977 ‘said that a 
comprehensive national health care policy 
‘‘can no longer be put on a back burner 
while we as a nation decide among our 


competing priorities on national defense, — 


energy, education, prison reform and 
financing of political campaigns.”’ 


Moreover, the 1974 U.S. bishops’ 
Respect Life program stated that ‘“‘the 
right to life:clearly implies the right to 
comprehensive medical care; indeed, the 
two are inseparable.’’ 


Health care also was an issue to the 
Church in the-1930s, ’40s and ’50s. Then 
the question was not so much cutbacks in 
federal involvement in health care but 
fear of injecting too much government 
‘into private health matters and worries 
‘over ways to balance that fear against the 
need to care for the nation’s sick and 
poor. 

During 1939 congressional debate, for 
example, the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference (predecessor of the USCC), 
the Catholic Hospital Association 
(forerunner of the Catholic Health 
Association) and the NCCC expressed 
fears that government health programs 
would threaten the private hospital 
system, whose services, they said, 
government seemed to be overlooking. 

Thirty-five years later, as government 
and Church again wrestle with health care 
problems, external aspects of the issue 
may have changed but the basic concern

In that case the court found a conflict between federal and state 


law thereby jeopardizing, in some instances, the existing Se 


California mandate affording pregnant women up to four 
months maternity leave and reinstatement to the same or similar 
jobs with no loss of seniority when they return to work. The 
potential loss of this protection afforded the pregnant woman in 
today’s job market may bear economic pressure upon the woman 
to decide between pregnancy and her job. Such pressure cannot 
be justified and should not be tolerated. 


His Holiness, Pope John Paul II teaches us that ‘“‘the true 
advancement of women requires that clear recognition be given 
to the value of their maternal and family role, by comparison 
with all other public roles and all other professions.’’ Coupled 
with our society’s need to recognize and venerate the dignity and 
sanctity of life and the rights of the family, it is an indictment on 
a culture that does not protect the woman’s maternal role. 


Therefore, we must call upon our lawmakers to promptly 
effect remedial legislation that harmoniously protects the 
maternal role with the professional role.

totally concentrated on the best for us? — but we can 
change our own minds and influence other people and 
events. 


The secret is to consciously open ourselves to the flow of 
God’s healing, transforming love and its infinitely 
harmonizing effect, feel it flow through us and then 
project it, with all the power we can exert, to the persons 
for whom we pray or who are able to effect change upon 
the circumstances we hope to change. Faith is not magic 
— as Father Louis Copestake said in his series on prayer 
recently —-nor is prayer magical. It is a very practical 
way of utilizing God-given potential to help transform 
things for good. 


JESUS WOULD not have told us that we could do all 
that He did in His earthly existence and more, if we have 
faith, if it had not been true. He would not have said, 
‘*Ask and you ‘shall receive’’ if it had not been true. But 
we need to believe that He was talking about activating 
our own potential just as much as putting our whole trust 
and expectations into God’s overwhelming power for 
good. 


It is like plugging into electric current. The current is 
already there, full of power to illuminate and set in 
motion latent potential, but we want to enjoy the benefits, 
bring light into darkness, ease where there is difficulty, 
help in trouble and so on, we need to take the intitative 
and plug in — make the contact — so that the current 
may flow unrestricted to where it is needed. 


None of us is so holy and perfect that there is nothing 


blocking the flow of God’s love to and through us. The 
disharmony we experience in our own being and in our 
world is evidence of that. Like St.Paul, we do not do what 
we want to do but what we hate, and in so doing, we 
compound our problems and, very likely, those of people 
with whom we associate. In prayer, we can change that. 


IN PRAYER we can become one with God, for 
however brief a time, and let His will take over our own; 
then we may turn our newly purified and cooperating love 
and concern to the persons for whom we want to pray, 
and communicate in a humanly spiritual way, the 
calming, integrating, harmonizing power of divine love. 
There is no doubt of the effectiveness of this kind of 
prayer. : 


People will speak of feeling the power of prayer from 
others. They are able on occasion and without prior 
information to pinpoint the actual times during which the 
prayer was focused upon them. Friends have called and 
asked, ‘‘Were you praying for me (or my mother or 
friend) at such-and-such a time today?’’ And to the 
answer ‘‘Well, yes, as a matter of fact, I had a few 
minutes and did pray. Why?’’ they have said, ‘‘I (or she) 
felt a wonderful sense of peace and calm, as though 
everything was as it should be and would be all right, and 
felt enveloped. by some power of love.’’ It is not 
something we can afford to ignore or minimize. We are 
heir to a great deal more than we know. 


Serra Club of San Diego 


Since the inception of the Serra Club in the mind of 
San Diego’s first bishop, Charles Francis Buddy, in the 
year 1941, the Serra Club of San Diego has undergone 
several name changes through the years. The name 
‘‘Serra’’ has often been mistaken for the word “‘Sierra.”’ 


In a letter dated December 16, 1941, written by Bishop 
Buddy to Joseph N. Hardy of Serra International, he 
‘mentioned his desire to inaugurate a Serra Club in the 
Diocese of San Diego for the purpose of fostering the 
education of young men for the _ priesthood. 
Consequently, a constitution and a set of by-laws were 


drawn up, and the new organization was called the - 


‘*Father Serra Club of San Diego.’? Its aims were mainly 
promoting and developing vocations for the. priesthood as 
well as the following: acting as a lay advisory body to the 
bishop; giving financial assistance from time to time; 
assisting in the promotion of Catholic Action. Copies of 
these original by-laws are in the Diocesan Archives. ° — 


THE SAN DIEGO Club was successful beyond all 
expectations. Rev. Edward A. Johnson, who at this time 
was the editor of the Southern Cross, was appointed as the 
first chaplain. The membership totaled 70 prominent 
men with the following officers: president, Joseph W. 
Parker; first vice president, C.J. Paderewski; second vice 
president, William P. Mahedy; secretary, William L. 


Ins and Outs

In February the major TV_ networks undergo 
something called ‘‘the sweeps.’’ The networks ~ are 
monitored by the official ratings system as to what 
programs are watched by what share of people. On the 
basis of final ratings, the networks set advertising rates for 
next year. Naturally they show programs they think are 
best designed to attract audience viewing. Reviewing 
their efforts, February 1984 could be called ‘‘the month of 
TV sleaze.” 


‘‘Sleazy’’ is defined as applicable to any material which 
is. thin and loosely woven, that is, flimsy. Another 
definition says it refers to something made of low quality 
_ materials, cheap and shoddy. The word has come to 
signify anything that is vulgar and disreputable. 


ON ONE February Sunday, NBC aired On Golden 
Pond, a picture that won some raves and the Academy 
Award a few years ago. At the same time, CBS presented 
another Award film, Chariots of Fire. ABC, which seems 
very much in tune with popular culture, presented a 
made-for-TV movie about a woman devoted to her 
growing son, who did not know that his mother was a

Due to an unfortunate misunderstanding between 
Serra International president Frank Bruce and Bishop 
Buddy in 1946, the bishop decided to have his name 


- withdrawn from the International mailing list. He and his 


executive committee of five lawyers, one doctor and one 
banker, voted to terminate any affiliation with Serra 
International. This was in effect all during the rest of 
Bishop Buddy’s lifetime. 


In the fall of the same year, the San Diego Club was 
considering another name change. Through president 
C.J. Paderewski, three names were submitted: Father 
Serra Club of San Diego; Mission Club, and The 
Serrans. New by-laws and constitution were also 
submitted. Bishop Buddy’s reaction was most favorable, 
and he suggested the name The Father Serra Club. By 
1964, two years before Bishop Buddy’s death, the name 
had become only Serra Club of San Diego. 


AFTER REPEATED polite pleas to reaffiliate with 
Serra International over a period of 18 years, San Diego’s 
second bishop, the late Francis J. Furey of San Antonio, 
Texas, was told that a charter agreement had been signed 
on June 4, 1964. At that time, the Serra Club of San 
Diego became Serra Club of San Diego —_ Serra 
International 268, on July 1, 1964.

In another February 
week, NBC ran a two-night mini-series about a woman 
pornographic star who was out to find which of three 
women had betrayed her in her infancy.

TV alone is not to blame. Movie theatres continue to 
show films which can only be called the children of 
Porky’s in which adolescent pawings and gropings with 
mindless, near-pornographic pictures entice the young to 
fill up the coffers of the producers. No matter how bad 
such pictures are, they are cheaply made and can earn a 
fast buck. The newest of the sleaze are rock videos, films 
with high technology, low taste, and strange performers. 
Again, the purpose is to woo the bucks from the young 
who seem to have plenty of spending money for fast food, 


By February of 1968, attendance at meetings began to 
fall off, and Bishop Furey was worried about the club 
being forced to disband. However, in time, the Serra 
Club was able to continue in its efforts to promote 
vocations. A membership roster of July 1969, showed 52 
members, with such club activities as a yearly altar boy 
contest based on proficiency in duties. Top altar boys 
were selected by pastors. 


There was also coordination with Newman Clubs on 
college campuses. Speakers were provided for luncheons 
to enlighten members on important issues. Seminarians 
met with the Serrans every month. There was limited 
financial assistance for the bishop, and a great effort to 
promote good fellowship among club members. 


BY NOVEMBER of 1975, the secondary purpose of 
the Serra Club was stated as the continuing education of 
the Serran in his faith. Revised by-laws .and a set of 
standing rules were put into practice by Judge Roy 


_ Fitzgerald, parliamentarian, as of April, 1980. 


Serra International has booked yearly conventions well 
into the late 1980s, with permanent commitments as 
follows: 1984 in Vancouver, Canada; 1985 in New York; 
1986 in Milwaukee, Wisconsin; 1987 in San Diego; and 
1988 in Australia.

My Dear People of God: 


This year on the Solemnity of the Annunciation, the 
Holy Father once again entrusted the world to the 
Immaculate Heart of the Mother of God. Since the 
Solemnity of the Annunciation liturgically recalls the 
beginning of the work of the Redemption in the history of 
hurhanity, it seemed particularly appropriate to mark this 
feast in a special way as we celebrated the Holy Year of 
the Redemption.

I therefore asked you to join with me and all our 
brothers and sisters in faith as we have recourse to the 
protection of the holy Mother of God and pray for the 
conversion of Russia. As the pope said in inaugurating 
the Holy Year: ‘‘May she show again to the whole 
Church, indeed to all of humanity, the blessed fruit of her 
womb, Jesus, who is the Redeemer of each and every

one. 


This occasion seemed an opportune time to briefly 
review and summarize the more important aspects of our 
devotion, as Catholics, to the Blessed Virgin Mary. Since 
the first days of the Church, our Lady has held a very 
special place in the hearts of Christians. After the 
crucifixion of Jesus, she showed herself as the true mother 
of the Church by her presence with the disciples, united in 
prayer, one mind and one heart. The first decree of the 


Second Vatican Council entitled Constitution on the Sacred - 


Liturgy spoke of Mary as ‘‘inseparably joined to the saving 
work of Christ.’” Mary, the Blessed Virgin, holy Mother 
of God and loving mother of Christians, is the mother and 
model of the Church. She is the first disciple, the faithful 
listener who hears the woud of God and does.the will of 
God. 


Therefore it is not enough to say that we honor Mary 
for her privileges or that we hold her in affection because 
she is somehow more lenient than her Son, the Judge. 
Such sentiments are not* in keeping with genuine 
Ghristian Tradition. Authentic Marian devotion must 
bring the believer closer to Christ. Authentic Marian 
devotion takes its origin and effectiveness from Christ, 
finds its complete expression in Christ and leads through 
Christ in the Spirit to the Father.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II defended 
the indissolubility of marriage and consecrated the world 
to the Blessed Virgin Mary at a Holy Year celebration 
Mar. 25. After an outdoor Mass in St. Peter’s Square 
attended by more than 150,000 people, the pontiff prayed 
that Mary would, help the world avoid the ‘‘incalculable 
self-destruction’? of nuclear war. During the,Mass, the 


pope stressed the importance of remaining faithful to 
one’s marriage, and said married love is meant to be 
prolonged by procreation. The pontiff cited Pope Paul 
. VI’s encyclical Humanae Vitae declaring as immoral the use 


of artificial means of contraception and said that married 
love should be human, faithful and fruitful until death. At 
the end of Mass, the pontiff consecrated the world to 
Mary as he knelt before a statue of Our Lady from the 
Marian shrine in Fatima, Portugal, which had been 
enshrined beside the altar through the Mass. ‘‘Help us to 
conquer the menace of evil, which so easily takes root in 
the heart of people today, and whose immeasurable effects 
already weight down upon our modern world and seem to 
block the paths toward the future,’’ said the pontiff. 
‘*From famine and war deliver. us,’’ he added. 
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found in her total willingness to hear and do the Father’s 
will. Her ‘‘yes’’ to God’s invitation at the Annunciation 
was only the beginning. The work of the Spirit in Mary 


was progressive; it was a series of outpourings as she, like _ 


her Son, grew in ‘‘wisdom and. grace before God and 
man ”’ (Luke 2:52). Mary’s faith response, like our own 
faith response, found its source in her continual readiness 
to do God’s will, even in what seemed to be a humanly 
impossible situation. 


Because of her faith, Mary is honored as mother. She 


conceived and brought forth the Son of God, grins! life to 


a world, steeped in sin and death. 

We Christians who invoke 
acknowledging our own vocation to bring Life into the 
world. Because we are familiar with Mary’s call and 
response, we can better understand our own. Because of 
Mary, we can better appreciate our call to allow the Holy 
Spirit to overshadow us, and in free and loving response 
to this divine initiative, to. bring forth Christ in every 
action in our daily lives. 


But Mary the mother is also Mary the Virgin. And 
though physical, her virginity is also rich in meaning. 
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Bishop’s letter on the Consecration of the World to Mary — 


Mary’s virginity is the sign of her interior disposition of 
total surrender to God. It is the sign of Mary’s awareness 
that all she is and has is a free gift. It is the sign of her 
willingness to accept anything the Father, in His love, 
gives. » : 


To hold that Mary is ever-virgin and to honor her for 
that demands a willingness on our part to commit 
ourselves to that which makes her virgin: to become open 
and submissive to the Father’s will, and receptive to all 
His gifts. 


Also to be considered is the important place of Mary in 
the mystery of the Church. Because she is the Mother of 
Christ Jesus the Head of the Church, she has a unique 
standing within that mystery. She is first among the 
redeemed. Mary has arrived where we are going; she 
already possesses the fullness, in view of the merits of her 
Son, to which we are called. Mary’ s motherhood had its 
beginning in her motherly care for Christ. In Christ, at 
the foot of the cross, she accepted John, and in John she 


accepted all of us totally. As Mother of the Church, as 


perfect member of the Church, Mary shares who she is 
and what she has received with us. Consecrating the ' 
World to the Immaculate Heart of Mary means drawing 
near, through the mother’s intercession, to. the very 
fountain of life that sprang from the pierced side of her 
Son on Golgotha. 


In summary then, Mary’s total receptivity to God is the 
pattern and model for all those who follow her Son. What 
we perceive and honor in her is an incarnate sign and 
pledge both of our own fulfillment as individuals and our 
corporate destiny as the Pilgrim People of.God. 


Mary listened to and carried out the Word of God. She 
conceived and nurtured the Word in her own body. In all 
this, she is a model. and witness to us, teaching us to listen, 
to hear and obey “the Father, to conceive and bring forth 


- the Son by the power of the Spirit in our own hearts. Ip all 


these things, Mary the Mother of God, Mary our 
Mother, assures us that her destiny is to be our own. 


It is thus with great joy and expectation that we join our 
voices with that of our Holy Father and with those of 
believers throughout the world as we rededicate our world 
to the loving care of the Immaculate Heart of Mary.

Then we walked to an eight- 
sided building archeologists had 
uncovered. Brother Daniel told 
us that scholars were sure this 
was Peter’s house. 

A breeze was stirring in the 
trees ard the heat made the 
flowers between the stones smell 


| , Sweet. 


We imagined the faith and 
hope that had brought the sick to 
Capernaum. Jesus restored them 
to health and strength. He laid 
out his hands and comforted 
them. 

His love enabled them to 
become new people and to do 
what others said was simply 
impossible. 

Being in Capernaum had 
special meaning for Angeline and 
me, but not because 
we were gravely 
ill. Arriving in 
Galilee after 
a long pil- 


grimage on foot, we could see 
for ourselves the biblical places 
and scenes we’d heard about all 
our lives. 

We had walked from northern 
France across the snowy Alps 
and down to Rome, then across 
Greece, where we finally took a 
ship to the Holy Land. 

Each country offered its own 
challenges, as we slowly followed 
country roads and hiking trails 
toward Rome and Jerusalem. 

In France. we trudged through 
three solid weeks of rain. Our 
feet were often covered with 
blisters, which Angeline treated 
each night. Our ankles. became 
swollen. 

Sometimes the going was 
rough. We were making this 
pilgrimage as an act of hope, and 
also as a sign of lifelong commit- 
ment to each other. Angeline did 
the cooking over’a portable 
stove. I did the sewing and men- 
ding and each night I put up a 
tent, which I carried in my 
backpack. 

Even in June it was cold high 
in the Swiss Alps as we trudged 
along: glaciers and sometimes 
through snow. But once we had 
crossed the Alps on foot, 
we felt we could 
tackle any 
challenge.

to come. down the other side of 
those giant mountains. 

But then in Italy in July the 
problem was heat. It was more 
than 100 degrees for two full 
weeks. We started walking before 
sunrise and at midday we tried to 
find shelter from the burning 
sun. People were amazed to see 
us walking in such hot weather! 

Fortunately it finally cooled 
off. 

When we arrived in Rome, it 
meant leaving the silence and 
peace of the countryside for the 


. crowds of people in the eternal 


city, many of them pilgrims like 
ourselves. 

Just knowing we had made it 
to Rome made us happy. But 
Angeline and I doubted we had 
the strength to continue. We felt 
exhausted. We had left the 
security of home and work in 
Canada. We had been living ina 
tent for three months.

What could we do but pray for 
strength and talk it out? In the 
end, confidence in Jesus, in each 
other and in the importance of 
our pilgrimage got us going 
again, toward Jerusalem. 

When we hiked across Greece, 
we hardly noticed 
the heat any- 
more, be- 
cause we 
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swam in the Bay of Corinth a 
few times a day. 

At last we went by sea to the 
Holy Land. And like the people 
of Galilee, we went to 
Capernaum. 

We pictured how Jesus had 
walked out of a synagogue in the 
old town, and come over to 
Peter’s house, how he’ healed the 
sick as the sun was setting over 
the bare hills of Galilee. 

As we looked at the ruins, 
Angeline and I began to reflect. 

Were all the long months of 
walking, all the exertion and 
work, worthwhile? 

After all, we had just gotten 
married before starting to hike. 
Why undertake anything so dif- 
ficult, when we could have been 
enjoying life back home in 
Canada? 

But we weren't that different 
from the Galileans who walked 
to Peter’s house in Capernaum 
because they'd heard Jesus was 
here.

Sister Angela Murdaugh is a 
nurse-midwife, who has delivered 
800 babies. She calls healing “‘my 
personal charism,”’ adding it gives 
her “‘a sense of doing something 
purposeful for people.” 

’ She entered the Sisters of St. 
Mary because it is an order 
devoted to health care. Fourteen 
years ago, Sister Murdaugh became 
a certified nurse-midwife, earning a 
master’s degree from Columbia 
University because she wanted 
“hands-on care of patients.”’ 

Sister Murdaugh is a pioneer in 
establishing a new kind of mater- 
nity care to serve migrant 
workers in the Rio Grande 
Valley. Her first birth center was 
opened in Raymondville, Texas. 
The second is in Weslaco, Texas, 
where she is direc- 
tor of Holy Fam. 
ily Services. 
The clinics 
are spon- 
sored by 
Catholic 
Charities. 

With- 
in three _ 
years af-™* 
ter Open- 
ing the 
first clin- 
ic, Sister “ss, 
Murdaugh 
said; they. 
number of 
babies born 
prematurely in t* 
Willacy County 
was cut in ‘half. 

The rate of infant mor- 
tality also dropped. 

Subsequently the birth center 
concept “‘set a precedent’’ for 
people in other migrant com- 
munities across the United States. 

Sister Murdaugh defines birth 
centers as ‘‘a place for women 
having normal pregnancies’’ to 
deliver their babies under the 
watchful attendance of certified 
nurse-midwives. Several physi- 
cians serve as consultants. 

The idea for the birth centers 
was “‘born out of necessity”’ 
when she moved to South Texas 
in_1972, Sister Murdaugh said. 
She found that many Mexican- 
American women in the Rio 
Grande Valley had ‘“‘no entrance 
to medical care.’’ They couldn’t 
afford to go to hospitals and “‘the 
indigenous midwives were not 
well-trained,’’ she commented. 

Typically, Sister Murdaugh’s pa- 
tients are between 15 and 42 
years of age and “either have 
large families themselves or come 
from large families’ of six to 10 
children.

Breadwinners are seasonal 
farmers or laborers. More than 
half the population lives below 
the poverty level, according to 
Sister Murdaugh. 

At the clinics, the emphasis is 
on “keeping people healthy,” 
Sister Murdaugh said. Her staff 
provides prenatal and postnatal 


care to mothers and offers educa-: 


tional programs, such as teaching 
expectant mothers about exer- 
cise, child birth and nutrition. 

Each of the four birth units in 
the Weslaco birth center has a liv- 
ing room, kitchen and bedroom 
where delivery. occurs. The clinics 
expect to serve 300 families an- 
nually, Sister Murdaugh. said. 

One concern of the clinics is 
to keep costs low. So coopera- 
tion between medical personnel 
and families is encouraged. 
Families can pay part of their 
bills by working 
at the center. 
In addition,

" the end of 
pregnancy. 
The compan- 
ions — occa- 
sionally a hus- 
band, but more

labor and during the 12 to 24 
hours. after birth. This helps the 
mother — and the clinic staff. 

How do people who have had 
their babies at the birth centers 
feel about Sister Murdaugh’s 
work? The nurse-midwife remark- 
ed that the people she ‘serves are 
“very warm but not vocal.’’ She 
judges their response “‘by the 
way they treat me,” 

-It is common for people to 
“return favors’’ to Sister Mur- 
daugh, ike the mechahic who 
spent hours fixing her car and 
charging her next to nothing. 
When she remonstrated about the 
small fee, she says, he replied: 
“You delivered all my daughter’ s 


children. For you it’s $8.” 


Sister Murdaugh has only one 
complaint about her work: 
“There’s more than I can handle.”

A parish in my local communi- 
ty feeds 200 poor and hungry 
people every day. Once a month 
— the second Sunday of the 
month, to be exact — I help out. 

Someone asked why the parish 
keeps at this demanding work. I 
think he was looking for a pro- 
found spiritual or theological © 
reason. 

I thought for a while, but I 
couldn’t come up with anything . 
special or theological. ““Because 
they’re hungry,” I responded. 

Images of Jesus healing are 
found throughout the Gospels. 
The ‘crippled, the blind, the deaf 
and some people whose ailments 
are described in such ancient 


terms that it is hard to know just _ 


what was wrong with them, all 


are brought to Jesus to be healed. 


He heals them. 

The circumstances all are dif- 
ferent, the people are different 
and the illnesses are as varied as 
the diseases that plague a poor: 
and primitive land. But these 


people have one thing in com- 


_mon. They are healed. 


Another element links these 
cures in the Gospels: a comment 
almost lost in the drama of the 
eye-catching miracle that accom- 
panies most of the cures. It tells 
us Jesus feels sorry for the af- 
flicted person. Throughout the 
Gospels, it is said that Jesus acts 
out of compassion. 

Events of major importance — 
a restoration of the dead to life, 


of sight to the blind, of strength 


to the crippled, of good con- 
science to the sinful — come 
about for the most simple of 
human reasons: Jesus feels sorry 
for people. 

Down through the centuries 
the church’s theologians have 
pondered the meaning of these 
gospel cures. They have noted 
that, in acts of healing, Jesus 
fulfills prophecies about the 
Messiah. They have added that 
the divinity of Christ is 
manifested by the power to heal: 

And theologians have noted 


that these acts of healing are 


both physical and spiritual: Jesus 


Compassion’s role in the healin

The practice of medicine was 
dismally primitive in the days of 
Jesus. Some of the bizarre 
remedies prescribed in ancient 
texts bring a sad smile to the lips 
of the modern reader. ° 

‘Moreover, there was a great 
deal of superstition connected 
with illness and a woeful lack of 
knowledge about the causes of 
disease. 

There was no organized 
medical profession as we know: 
it today. Doctors were, in the 
main, well-intentioned but 
hampered by ignorance. This 
situation is reflected by the story 
in Mark’s Gospel about the 
woman with an uncontrollable 
flow of blood: 

“There was a woman. in the 
area who had been afflicted with 
a hemorrhage for a dozen years. 
She had received treatment at the 
hands of doctors of every sort 
and exhausted her-savings in the 
process, yet she got no relief; on 
the contrary, she only grew 
worse”’ (5:25-26). 

Diseases which medical science 
today have identified were simply 
mystifying then. “‘Leprosy,”’ for 
instance, was not our classic 


Hansen’s Disease, but any sort of 


persistent and communicable skin 


affliction. The only defense peo- 


ple had was to control its spread 
by isolating those afflicted from 
all social contact. 

This reduced lepers to a 
pitiable, almost subhuman condi- 
tion. As far as society was con- 
cerned, they were as good as 
dead.

families camped in misery on the 
outskirts of the city, to charitable 
groups assisting refugees and 
displaced persons in Europe after 
the Second World War, to the 
American parishes of recent years - 
sponsoring refugee families from 
Southeast Asia, there has been a 
history of compassion. 

These were people in need. 
That was important. ° 

Today we live in a world of 
big issues. Important people do 
important things for important 
reasons. But to judge by the way 
Jesus healed people, perhaps 
we're becoming too important. 

The most notable moments in 
the life of the church as healer 
may well have come about . 
because ordinary kindness 
was shown to ordinary people. 

It was shown because someone 
felt sorry for someone else. 
Perhaps that may prove to be the 
best of reasons.

(Mark 3:7- 10). 

The scripture accounts reflect 
the belief of their writers in the. 
divine sonship of Jesus. Thus the 
healing passages have it as one 
purpose to teach others who 
Jesus is and what he means for 
them. But even with that in 
mind, there can be no doubt that 
Jesus possessed a remarkable 
healing power. 

No matter how severe or ap- 
parently hopeless the disease, 
Jesus cured it. Usually he 
demanded an expression of faith 
on the part of one seeking a 
cure, of faith in him as the agent 
of God’s power. © 

Repeatedly, after performing a 
cure, Jesus remarked that the per- 
son had been saved by faith. 
Among other things, Jesus realiz- 


ble if the patient lacks confidence 
in the physician. 


Jesus’ mastery over physical ills 
was part of his victory over all 
evil, a victory which will be 
complete only when his Fathet’s 
kingdom is definitively establish- 
ed at the end of time.

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Healing. It takes many forms. 

Naturally, there are physical 
healings of disease and broken 
bones. But there are other kinds 
of healing too. 

1. Healing broken relationships. 

“Where the relationship means 
the most, the most difficult situa- 
tions” are likely to arise. Then 
healing can become a big need, 
said Father James Black, academic 
dean at Father Ryan High School 
in Nashville, Tenn. 

A conflict in a family — bet- 
ween a parent and child, for in- 
stance — can cause pain, Father 
Black observed. Sometimes the 
people involved experience a 
sense of helplessness. They may 
even despair that a relationship 
can be renewed. In this case, 


‘what is needed is a ‘‘kind of 


healing of attitude,’’ Father Black 
said. 

In a Liguori Press book titled 
“How to Forgive Yourself and 
Others,”’ Father Eamon Tobin 
spoke of relationships that need 
healing. Whenever one person 
hurts another, it becomes a time 


‘of decision, he said. ‘‘In the face 


of hurt, the way of the world is 


‘to strike back; the way of Christ 


is to forgive and, if possible, to 


..-for thought 


become reconciled.” 

2. Healing self-centeredness. 
Father Black, a scripture scholar, 
pointed out that the biblical pro- 
phets spoke much of transforma- 
tion, the need for people to 
“turn toward others and toward 
the Lord.”’ 

To heal self-centeredness, he 
indicated, a person must be will- 
ing to turn outward. Doing so 
“allows the Lord to work 
through us.” 

3. Healing anxiety. Everyone 
will meet up with anxiety 
sometime, Father Black said. It 
comes in many forms. 

‘There are occasions when a 
person’s anxiety is the “‘natural 
tension’”’ caused by work-related 
problems. Or, there is the anxie- 
ty of living with sickness. In such 
cases, anxiety can get in the way 
of doing one’s job or living one’s 
life. Anxiety and its effects need 
to be alleviated. 

Broken relationships; self- 


_ centeredness; anxiety. Each can 


create a need for healing. 

But what else creates the need 
for healing? And what does it - 
mean, in the course of everyday 
life, to be one who heals?

“IT IS axiomatic that God reveals 
himself to us in creation as well as in 
Scripture,’’ the paper said. ‘‘It is very 
strange, therefore, that the more exact a 
science is, the less place it has in Christian 
thought.” 

Science, as such, can provide no direct 
information on God, but it can and does 
provide an invaluable, indirect 
understanding of God, Father Brungs 
said. 


Bishop Hurley, in separate remarks, 
said, ‘‘The church sees God as the source 
of all truth...and (God) cannot contradict 
himself in his own creation, and not even 
in free human beings.”’

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Papal authority ‘indispensable’ 


says new N.Y. Abp. O’Connor 


By Tracy Early 


NEW YORK (NC) — The authority 
of the pope is ‘‘absolutely indispensable’’ 
to the Catholic faith, said Archbishop 
John J. O’Connor, 64, at his installation 
as head of the New York Archdiocese. 


The archbishop, who formerly headed 
the Diocese of Scranton, Pa., and was an 
auxiliary bishop in the Military 
Ordinariate in New York, spoke of papal 
authority in commenting on a letter from 
a schoolgirl who said, ‘‘Until now I didn’t 
know who you were.”’ 


EVEN SO, she accepted him as her 
new bishop, Archbishop O’Connor said. 
“In the final analysis, ...she accepts me 
because the pope appointed me. ...That’s 
why I am here. What I have or have not 
done before is of no real consequence, 1s 
ithe 

‘“‘My few modest successes, my 
innumerable failures essentially count as 
nothing in comparison with that one 
reality, absolutely indispensable to our 
Catholic faith: the authority of the Holy 
Father.”’ é 


The archbishop structured his Mar. 19 
homily around responses to letters he 
received from schoolchildren after his 
appointment was announced. 


IN THE homily he commented on the 
needs of the city including those of the 
hungry and homeless, the spiritually 
undernourished_and the young. He also 
condemned abortion but pledged 
compassion to those who make the 
‘tragic decision to abort an unborn baby 
in the sincere belief that this was the right, 
or at least the only, thing to do in the 
circumstances.”’ 


The archbishop’s comments mixed the 
serious and the humorous. His self- 
deprecating touch drew applause and 
laughter from the congregation gathered 
at St. Patrick’s Cathedral. 


Among dignitaries attending the event 
were William Wilson, new U.S. 
ambassador to the Holy See; New York 
Gov. Mario Cuomo; New York Mayor 
Edward Koch; Sen. Daniel Patrick 
Moynihan, D-N.Y.; Sen. Alphonse 
D’Amato, R-N.Y., and_ other 
government officials. 


PRELATES IN attendance included 
Cardinal Joseph Bernardin of Chicago, 


retired Cardinal John Dearden of 
Detroit, Cardinal John Krol of 


Philadelphia, Cardinal Luis Aponte 
Martinez of San Juan, Puerto Rico and 


retired Cardinal Patrick O’Boyle of 


Washington. 

Bishop James Malone of- Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, and 
Archbishop Bernard Law, who was due to 
be installed later in the week as 
archbishop of Boston, were also present. 


Archbishop Pio Laghi, the apostolic 
delegate in the United States, read the 
letter from Pope John Paul II appointing 
Archbishop O’Connor to the See of New 
York. The letter recalled that it was only 
five years earlier that the pope had made 
Archbishop O’Connor, formerly naval 
chief of chaplains, a bishop for the 
Military Vicariate, and only nine months 
earlier that he had made him bishop of 
Scranton. 


ARCHBISHOP O'Connor is the 11th 
bishop and eighth archbishop of New 
York. 


After Archbishop Laghi led Archbishop 
O’Connor to his chair and handed him 
the crosier as his symbol of office, his 
fellow prelates and representative priests, 
Religious and laity of the archdiocese 
came by to extend their greetings. 


At the end of the ceremony Archbishop 
O’Connor told the congregation, ‘‘For 
better, for worse, this is what you got.”’ 
The congregation applauded. 


ARCHBISHOP O’Connor had taken 
formal ‘‘canonical possession’’ the 
previous ‘day at a_ service attended 
principally by priests, Religious and 
deacons of the archdiocese. * 


“At the installation Archbishop 
O’Connor described the canonical 
possession ceremony as a marriage to the 
Archdiocese of New York. In. that 


‘ceremony, he said, he ‘‘inherited at least 


1.8 million Catholics as flesh of my flesh 
and blood of my blood, but more, I 
sincerely pray that many others of you, of 
all faiths, will permit me to ‘serve you as 
well.” ;

movement within the Catholic Church 
leaves Janice ‘‘uneasy.’’ No 
‘‘dichotomy’’ exists between Catholicism 
and work in the military or weapons 
manufacture, she said. 


“It’s very unfair to suddenly cast a pall 
over their (the military’s) motives. We 
live in the real world. As John says, “You 
have to stand up for what you, believe

The U.S. bishops’ 1983 pastoral on 
war and peace did not seem to be 
‘against’ defense workers, John said. It 
seemed to be ‘‘well done”’ and the result 
of ‘‘long and hard consideration,’ he 
added.

number of groups, including the diocesan 
Peace and Justice Commission, the 
Sisters’ Council, the San Diego Catholic

““WE HAVEN’T quite recognized the 
extent of health traded off for the nuclear 
option, but as time goes on we will,’’ says 
Sister Rosalie, who called the nuclear 
power industry ‘‘the soft underbelly of the 
beast,’’ with ‘‘bombs the final product. 
The moral decision is up to us.”’ 


The ‘‘legacy’’ of nuclear weapons 
testing by the U.S., USSR, Frances 
Britain, China, India (and probably 
Israel and South Africa in a. joint 
venture), have already degraded the air 
we breathe, the water we drink, the food 
we eat, and the human genetic material 
which will shape future generations, she 
said. ; 

Add to this other countries close to 
getting nuclear arsenals of their own — 
notably Argentina, Brazil, Korea and 
Pakistan — and the ‘‘whole cycle’’ of 
uranium mining, nuclear fuel, its 
reprocessing, transfer and removal, she 
‘said; and there are already countless 
nuclear victims of World War _ III, 
whether or not that final holocaust ever 
occurs. 3 


HER OWN studies covering more 
than a decade in urban and rural areas of 
Wisconsin have shown as much as a 36 
percent increase in the mortality rates of

low-weight infants because of nuclear 
power plants 1 in the state itself, as well as 
several ‘‘upwind’’ in. Minnesota, she 
said. 


One of those plants, the Red Wing 
facility in Minnesota, is perhaps the 
‘‘dirtiest’? nuclear power. plant in the 
country in terms of radiation leakage, she 
charged. Next on the list, said Sister 
Rosalie, is the oldest of the three reactors 
at San Onofre, in northern San Diego 
County — ‘“‘second dirtiest in the 
country, among the highest in’terms of 
emissions’? — which is operated jointly 


by San Diego Gas & Electric and 


Southern California Edison. 


The nuclear: industry, the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission and, the 
Environmental Protection .Agency have 


all conspired to hide the truth about the 
hazards of nuclear power stations, said 
Sister Rosalie, and official statements that 
radiation from the-plants is ‘‘well within”’ 
accepted levels is meaningless because the 
‘* ‘maximum’ protects the industry, not 
the public.’’ 


‘*TALKING ABOUT nuclear 
reactors is contrary to the national 
security, and you get the whole 
establishment against you,”’ she charged. 


‘‘The first casualty in time of war is 
truth. A nuclear power plant is an arms 
factory and only incidentally makes 
electricity. The nuclear weapons industry 
can’t operate without the nuclear power 
industry. It is not a viable industry on its 
own or it wouldn’t be dead after so few 
years,’ she said, citing the number of 
facilities out of operation, delayed in 
opening, or cancelled after heavy 
financial losses have been incurred by the 
utilities. 

Radiation leakage — ‘‘there’s no way 

to operate a plant without releasing it,”’ 
she charged — can result in exposures to 
the public equivalent to 100 chest X-rays 
in a single year. And while medical 
X-rays are elective, the public is helpless 
when it comes to radiation exposure from 
nuclear power plants. 
» ALSO, THE reprocessing and 
disposal of spent nuclear fuel from the 
reactors is a major health and 
environmental problem: ‘‘Storage 
containers last 35 to 40 years, but the 
material inside them is toxic for 25,000 
years,’’ she said, putting a burden on 
each generation to rebury the growing 
piles of nuclear waste from previous 
generations. 

The enormity of the radioactive waste 


disposal problem, she said, was brought 
home to the Soviets in 1957 at their 


Kyshtyn ‘‘low-level’’ nuclear waste 
disposal site. The ‘buried materials 
eventually exploded, killing hundreds, 
poisoning thousands, and leaving an area 
of more than 100 kilometers in every 
direction uninhabitable to this day. 


‘“We share the earth. We’re fragile and 
we're beautiful. How much garbage can 
the earth stand?”’ 


‘HOPEFULLY WE’RE not going to 
set off a nuclear war,’’ she said. ‘‘But the 
process we’ve unleashed...we’re going 
that way already...we’re dealing here 
with a nuclear machine that’s very short- 
sighted. Who is an-unjust aggressor? A 
whole: city? One-hundred-and-fifty 
bombs could wipe out 100 percent of the 
industry and 70 percent of the population 
in the U.S. or the USSR. And we have 
30,000, and the Russians 20,000....’’ 


“It’s an addiction, and the whole 
family is sick,’’ said Sister Rosalie. ‘It’s 
just as bad to be the passive cooperator. I 
think that if we don’t ask for help we’re 
going to destroy ourselves. What we need 
is supervised arms reduction, not arm's 
control. We need to say that war, 
colonialism and cannibalism are over.’’ 


” 


That nuclear ‘‘addiction’’ includes not 
only weaponry, but the commercial 
generation of electricity, said Sister 
Rosalie, all part and parcel of a military- 
industrial _complex dominated by profits 


and a fascination with political power. 


EVEN THE academic establishment 
bears part of the blame, she charged. “‘No 
legitimate university will train nuclear 
physicists unless there are commercial 
openings.” 

Yet programs and degrees in nuclear 
physics are offered, ostensibly for a 


civilian nuclear power market that is 
dead. 
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Industry, health 
professionals, ask: 
‘Where’s the proof?’

from San Diego to Chicago, with less 
atmosphere to screen cosmic radiation 
from deep space, exposes the traveller to 
four times that.annual dose in just several 
hours, yet no one wants to shut down the 
airlines as a radiation hazard; 


¢ No one has ever demonstrated even 
the slightest danger to the public’s health 
in San Diego’s North County because of 
the reactors at San Onofre; 


e They resent very much the 
insinuation that there is collusion between 
the nuclear power industry, the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission, and health 
professionals to set radiation exposure 
standards in favor of the industry rather 
than the public’s safety. 


The speakers are Dr. Louis Bernath, 
manager of San Diego Gas & Electric’s 
nuclear department, and Dr. Michael 
Momeni, director of the Radiological 
Health Physics Program at San Diego 
State University. Simply put, say both, 
charges about the danger of nuclear 
power to the public and its threat to the 
environment cannot be substantiated 
because the proof is lacking. 


‘‘WE HAVE a problem and there is 
very little we can do. about it,’’ said Dr. 
Bernath. ‘‘It takes very little time to make 
bold assertions couched in emotional 
terms. And. it takes hours to rebut the 
falsehoods implicit in these assertions.”’ 


Most anti-nuclear activists have a 
humanist’s bias against technology, said 
Dr. Bernath. ‘‘They have a_ political 
agenda into which the nuclear issue fits 
very nicely,’ he said. ‘‘Are these people 
really being honest when they take these 
positions, or.using the public as a tool to 
achieve their agenda?”’ 


The alleged ‘‘linkage’’ between the 
civilian nuclear power industry and the 
military is ‘absolutely false,”’ said Dr. 
‘Bernath. ‘‘All weapons-related work is

done by and for the federal government. 
A nuclear power plant produces spent fuel 
which is 96 percent U- 238, bhaibes is a 
(fission-weapon) diluent.’ : 


LESS THAN one percent of the 
reactor’s spent fuel is weapons-grade 
material (plutonium istotopes 239 and 
241), he said, and government controls 
are so strict that the civilian sector cannot 
reprocess spent fuel, which still has about 
40 percent of its energy content 
remaining. 

‘‘No weapons nation has ever made a 
bomb from commercial nuclear fuel,”’ 
said Dr. Bernath. ‘‘They all have 
dedicated weapons facilities.”’ 


Disposal of radioactive wastes is 
controlled by law, and the alleged long- 
term environmental dangers are 
*‘nonsense,’’ said Dr. Bernath. 


“THE HAZARDS associated with 
radioactive materials are inversely 
proportional to the half-life (the time in 
which’ one-half of a radioactive isotope 
decays). The more hazardous fuel goes 
quicker, and decays back to the level of 
the ore from which the uranium was 
mined originally.” 


The alleged atomic accident at Kyshtyn 
in the Soviet Union is a scare tactic used 
activists, said Dr. 
Bernath. ‘‘The Russians don’t tell us 
what happened, but intelligence sources 
have assumed that it. was a chemical 
explosion in a military reprocessing plant. 
Chemical solvents are highly flammable, 
and the incident had nothing to do with 
nuclear. waste, nothing to do with 
commercial nuclear power.”’ 


A coal-fired electric power plant sends 
as much ‘radioactivity into the 
environment as does a nuclear plant, said 
Dr. Momeni. Uranium and thorium are 
present in small amounts in all fossil fuels, 
and ‘‘are liberated in combustion.” 


NATURAL BACKGROUND 
radiation, already present in the 
environment, is much greater than the 
allowed perimeter exposure at the fence of 
a nuclear power plant, said Dr. Momeni. 
‘‘The natural background radiation is our 
inheritance from the universe. If you are

going to accuse anyone; it is God who 


gave it to us.” 


“‘T get 20 millirems’ a year from the 
radioactive phosphorous in my own body. 


If I am married, I get an additional .3, 


millirems from sleeping next to my wife,”’ 
said Dr. Momeni. 


Federal regulations, he noted, limit the 
maximum exposure the public can receive 
at a nuclear facility’s perimeter to 10 
millirems a year, or one-tenth of the 100 
millirems of natural background 
radioactivity at sea-level; all U.S. nuclear 
reactors in fact operate under one 
millirem per year, well below the safety 
level. In mile-high Denver, he added, 
natural background radiation is more 
than 200 millirems per year, twice that at 
sea level, 20 times what is allowed at the 
perimeter of a nuclear plant, and 200 
times what is actually present. 


THE MERE presence of a nuclear 
power plant itself presents no health 
danger to the public living in the vicinity, 
said Dr. Momeni. 

A study. published in the January 1983 
American Journal of Public Health on 
‘Cancer Mortality Patterns around the 
San Onofre Nuclear Power Plant, 


1960-1978’ concluded that ‘‘the cancer 
and total mortality rates near San Onofre 
have remained essentially identical to the 
corresponding rates in California and 
(the) United States’? during’ the same 
period, he said. 


“IT wouldn’t receive any price to 
sacrifice the blood of my own children,”’ 
said Dr. Momeni. ‘The statements I 
make are statements I believe in..My 
major endeavor is to educate people. I 
dedicate my life to educating about the 
truth, not what is perceived to be there.’’ 


_ HOW SAFE are the reactors at San 
Onofre, which are operated by Southern 
California Edison (SDG&E has a 20 
percent interest)? They are as safe as 
anything else in our. complex, 
industrialized society, said Dr. Bernath, 
and NRC guidelines call for safety factors 
that exceed any possible contingency, 
including earthquake. 


Three independent cooling systems 
preclude core meltdown, he said, and as 
for the ‘‘China syndrome’”’ scenario — 
‘a ‘beautiful mental aberration; nature 


has not invented the mechanism to create 


them, but the mind of man can imagine 


them.”’

Of the three reactors at San Onofre, 
unit one, which became operational in 
1968, had a perfect operating record for 
13 years, and is now shut down for “‘very 
costly’? upgrading mandated by the 
NRC, said Dr. Bernath. Unit two has 
been at full power since last August, and 
unit three is in the last stages of full-power 
testing. The ‘plants must be shut down 
every 18 months or so for refueling, a 
process which takes about one month. ° 


IS THE civilian nuclear power 
industry dead, as its critics claim? Says 
Dr. Bernath: 


‘‘We are severely wounded by the 
political anti-nuclear crusade, but we are 
only wounded, not mortally hurt. There’s 
a large, silent segment of our population 
that recognizes we need electricity, and 
therefore we need this industry.”’

Democratic presidential nomination, cut 
short campaigning to return to 
Washington in time to vote against the 
measure. ‘‘I’m not here for political 


reasons’? but ‘‘to do my duties as a 


senator,’’ he said.. 
THE PROPOSED amendment was 


backed by President Reagan. ‘‘This has . 


been an important debate revealing the 
extent to which the freedom of religious 
speech has been abridged in our nation’s 
public schools,’’ the president said after 
the vote. Nonetheless, ‘‘the issue of free 
religious speech is not dead’”’ and ‘‘our 
struggle will go on,’’ he added. 


Another amendment backer, Sen. Jesse 
Helms, R-N.C., said, ‘‘We have just 
begun to fight.”’ ‘ 

Utah Republican Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
who argued on behalf of the amendment, 
said he would now like to see the Senate 
fully discuss proposals to allow silent 
prayer in public schools. Hatch had 
drafted a silent prayer amendment.

SEN. LOWELL Weicker, R-Conn., 
who led the fight against the amendment, 
also said the issue probably will come up 
again and advised against using the vote 
as a political tool. 

Weicker said the victors had ‘‘the 
product — the First Amendment’’ behind 
them and added that .‘“‘this is not a 
partisan issue.’’ 

‘“‘T think that when you _ introduce 
religion into politics, you’re playing with 
fire,’’ he said. 


ASKED IF Reagan is politicizing 


religion, Weicker answered: ‘“‘If the shoe 
fits, wear it. I’m not going to speculate on 
what the president is doing.”’ 


Hatch said he doubts Reagan will use 
the issue in the campaign and that ‘‘I 
hope nobody uses it politically.’’ 

Some religious groups hailed the vote. 


THE. SENATE’S action ‘‘sends a 
clear and powerful signal to all those in 
and out of government who would 
confuse politics and prayer,’’ the 
Lutheran Council of the USA said in a 
statement. ‘‘Obviously, there is a time 
and a place for both. What has been 


upheld...is the rightful distinction that 


each of these enjoys.”’
